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HYPODERMIC MEDICINE. 



By L. G. Alexander, M.D., Atlanta, Ga. 

The ancients gave to opium the name of Bonvm Dmum 
Dei. But the inventive genius of man has doubly utilized 
this great boon by » that most useful of instrumisnts — ^the hy- 
podermic syringe — ^an instrument of such value to the gen- 
eral practitioner that it has become on^ of the most import- 
ant auxiliaries that we have in applying our remedies— one 
that can be used when all other means &il, always prompt 
and sure in its results. Medicines given in this manner are 
readily absorbed; when, if administered by the mouth, 
they would be powerless to act for good, and too eften be 
decidedly detrimental to our patients. The great sympa- 
thetic system of nerves, and especially the semilunar ganglia, 
whose especial function is to control digestion, assimilation 
and excretion, is often, from morbific elements, paralyzed. 
Inertia of the stomach exists, as is seen in cholera and other 
toxic conditions. In these cases, we find that the stomach 
will not take up the medicine, and if the via medieaJbrix natura 
survives the shock, the sympathetic becoming aroused, the 
medicine retained in ihe stomach is absorbed at once, and we 
have the accumulative effect of numerous doses. Used hy- 
podermically, the subcutaneous nerves, being in an active 
condition, act readily. The absorbents take up the medicine 
thrown amone the tissues ; hence their prompt effect. There 
has been mucn written in regard to the best mode of using 
the hypodermic syringe— much fear expressed of abscess* 
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The latter resalt is rare if the injection is properly performed. 
There ate several essentials to success : Firsts a good instru- 
ment, with a perfect valve and sharp, long, slender, needle ; 
second, a perfect solution of the medicine to be used, care 
beii^ tikpn to fiee the instrument of air 4>vbbles, - This is 
bestmpne by holding did i^rioge with thte ;>Qint upwards 
and pushing the piston until the bubble is thrown out ; most 
important of all is to select a proper place to insert the 
needle. The gluteal or bicipital region is to be preferred, 

. where the tissues are deep; then, grasping the instrument 
firmly, holding it perpendicularly to the part to be injected, 
with quick stroke plunge it deep into the muscles, so as to 
get below the subcutaneous tissues. The pain is slight and 
the injection is efficacious. If the instrument is held slant- 
ing, the fluid is thrown immediately under the skin, er often 
between the layers of skin. The cellular tissue under the 
skin is not acted upon by the absorbents as rap^'dly as the 
muscles. It is in tne former case where we have abscess so 
often following its use. 

The fear of injecting a vein oft;en deters those who have 
had no experience with the instrument, but this should not 
prevent one who understands the anatomy of the part. It 
IS very doubtful that the entrance of the fluid into a vein — 
unless a very large one — would produce* any alarming symp- 
toms, if the precaution of freeing the instrument of air is 
used, as iniections of diluted salt-water in the veins in chol« 
era, and of milk for other diseases, is an established practice, 
and it is oft^en done with improvised instruments, such as 
the common syringe. It is found, in injection of veins for 
transftisions, that tne operation is followed by a pseudo-chill, 
with rapid rise of temperature, which soon subsides.

\ from 5 to 15 drops, is one of the best formulse we have ; it 
gives prompt relief from pain in the various spasmodic dis- 
eases. Such as neuralgia and angina pectoris, it is our sheet- 
anchor, giving relief in the latter disease when nitrate of 
amyle nas failed. In sciatica, morphia, hypodermically, is 
essential to ffive relief to our patients. Combined with er- 

fotine, it will efiect a cure in half the time that we would 
y quinia and the usual medicines by the mouth. Atropia, 
hypodermically, is the only proper way to administer the

drug, and its magical effect is so beautifully demonstrated 
when given in this way — combined with morphia in asth-' 
ma— giving immediate relief. A physician who has treated 
this disease in this manner will never be called to a patient 
laboring under the disease without a solution of morphia 
and atropia combined in his pocket-case. In that terrible 
disease, cholera, have we seen the grandest results from hy- 
podermic medicine. If morphia is injected freely when the 
premonitory symptoms become manifest, it will abort the 
attack, as he who has had experience will testify. It is al- 
most as sure a specific for that disease as quinia is for fever. 
In the second stage of the disease, when purging, vomiting 
and the cholera spasm are torturing the patient, give mor- 
phia heroically, and see the happy result. In a few min-^ 
utes, from the torments of Hades your patient will be sleep-^ 
ing quietly, color restored to his face, and in a fair way to 
convalescence. 

Then, if morphia has been given in large doses, atropia 
can be administered to antagonize it ; or, often in the middle 
stage of the disease it is well to give atropia and morphia 
solutions combined. Some cases do better treated with 
atropia and morphia from the first, but only a small per 
cent. The atropia seems to prevent the narcosis, while at 
the same time not interfering with the calming effect of the 
drug. (If the morphia could be denarcotized, it would be 
the exact medicine for the disease in question.) Unhappily, 
in the third stage of the disease we are powerless. When 
general collapse takes place in cholera, the patient is mori- 
bund, but even here we may do some good, for sometimes 
collapse is not present, only simulated. Then use hypoder- 
mic injections of diluted brandy freely, combined with or 
without chloroform. When cholera is treated by the old 
method, i. e. with calomel, capsicum, opium and general 
stimulants, the medicines are usually vomited, but should 
the stomach be quiet, which always occurs for a time in cer- 
tain cases, the opium and other drugs will not be taken up 
until the powers of nature have recovered from the shock 
and the stomach has become aroused, we then have the ac- 
cumulated doses taken up by the absorbents and the patient 
is narcotized, and too often fatally, as narcosis is one of the 
great outlets to life in the disease in its treatment by inex- 
perienced persons, death being attributed to the disease, 
when it ia from opium, as the collapse of cholera is totally 
unlike the conditions found in patients who have had ex- 
cessive doses of opium and withstood the disease.

ATLANTA ACADEMY OF MEDICINE. 



Atlanta, Ga., May 13, 1878. 

The Academy met, the president, Dr. J. F. Alexander, in 
the chair. 

Dr. A. W. Calhoun reported a case of cysticercus, right 
eye, of a girl 16 years of age. The patient had been 
blind in left eye from infancy. About six mouths since she 
complained of a veil or cloud obstructing her vision. Oph- 
thalmoscopic examination showed tbe presence of cysticer- 
<3us, for which there is no remedy. Von Grsefe had operated 
several times for the disease, but without success — vision 
WAS destroyed. 

Dr. C. said the paracite would penetrate the coats of the 
eye, suppuration of the retina would ensue, and finally the 
enimal would occupy the posterior chamber of the eye, and 
total blindness would ensue. 

Dr. , a visiting physieian, related the case of a young 

lady who had paroxysims of an epileptic character, occuring 
only during sleep. She was the very picture of health, and 
was entirely ignorant of the attacks. Had treated her with 
26 grain doses of bromide of potash, but with no benefit to 
her. He asked the opinion of the academy in regard to the 
case. 

Dr. L. G. Alexander iieferred him to Hammond's diseases 
of the nervous system for the desired information. 

Dr. J. B. Baird suggested strychnia and oxide of zinc, as 
he thought the trouble was due to cerebral ansemia. 

Dr. J. B. Baird reported two cases of threatened mam- 
mary abscess aborted by laree doses of quinine. He further- 
more would like to know tae plan usually adopted by the 
members for strapping the breast. 

Dr. li. G. Alexander demonstrated his manner of com- 
pressing the ^land with a circular piece of adhesive plaster 
with perforation in the middle, and four wings cut from the 
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outer ed^ to within abont an inch of tb« perforation ; strips 
of plaster were also passed over the shoulder to aid in 8a|^- 
porting the weight of the gland. 

Dr. J. F. Alexander reported a case of a child a few weeks 
old. Had been circumcised recently. While awake could 
not urinate without penis being dipped in warm water, or 
cloths wet in same being applied to it, but that it passed it» 
urine with perfect ease when asleep. He asked the opinion 
of the Academy. 

Dr. J. S. Todd suspected the existence of a spasmodic 
stricture. 

Academy adjourned. 

May 27, 1878. 

Dr. J. S. Todd, second viee-president, in the chair. 

Dr. J. G. Westmoreland read a letter from Dr. S. relating 
case of his wife who complained of roaring in headand ears. 
Dr. S. wanted opinion of Academy. 

Dr. Calhoun suspected cataract of the internal ear, quite a 
common trouble. 

Dr. Beasly, visiting, asked the opinion of the Academy in 
the following case : A lady aged 36, married at the age of 
16, had menstruated regularly. In October last he was 
called to the case; found her presenting the appearance of a 
woman in the fourth month of pregnancy. 

On the first of April she became unwell ; he didn't see 
her until the third day of her illness. There was a very 
offensive, stringy discharge from the uterus, but no foetus 
passed. The abdomen has become normal in size and the 
lady is now in perfect health. 

Dr. L. G. Alexander thought it a case of false conception 
or hydatids. 

Dr. Calhoun agreed with Dr. A. 

Dr. Todd was uncertain. 

Dr. Beasley stated further that tw o other physicians had 
seen the case and pronounced the tro uble corporeal metritisv 

Dr. B. also related a case of menorrhagia,in which all the 
well known remedies had failed to do any good» Purpura 
hemorrhagica was also present. 

Academy adjourned.

A distiDguished gentleman of the last oentnry, it is said,, 
liked military men because he liked authority, obedience^ 
methodical habits, and courage. 

He was neither a military man nor a pharmacist, but wo 
can apply his opinion to our good, and be prepared to note 
the wonderful results of an adherence to system* 

In the first place, then^ authority — the intuition of man 
firom early ages — has shown the necessity of rulers — those 
who preside over nations, and municipalities, and organiza- 
tions of every kind. 

Hence, in an organization of this kind, it is proper, right, 
and indispensable that we have regularly constituted officers 
chosen for the exercise of authority. 

Incidental t# this, I would state that it should be our de*^ 
sire to so shape proceedings as to be a useful auxiliary to 
the State Association, and that, bearing the same relation to 
the American Association, thus making desirable co-opera- 
tive power and influence in accord with the system of our 
political government. 

Organization is power ; but a mob is not an organization. 
A swarm of bees on the rampage is not an organization, but 
those bees can work harmoniously together— accumulate 
honey and produce admirable results. 

We must, therefore, endeavor to frame a constitution upon 
which we can unite, and thus contribute to local good and 
exert a salutary general influence.

We propose to consult together, and, after consultation, 
act up to that which seems best for the mutual benefit. 

You will pardon this slight digression. I now take up 
the second point of success, namely — Obedience. 

I have touched upon this in preceding remarks. I will 
add something more. 

Having organized, it is our duty, after the adoption of a 
constitution, to obey its provisions. It is also essential to 
have a code of ethics. 

We are bound to sustain our officers in the legitimate dis* 
charge of their duties, and I would urge compliance with 
the usual rules of order.

Let DO member fed free to violate the iotention of any ee»- 
tion of the oonstituticHi, for it would be an entering wedg& 
to the disBolution of an aasociatioa so soapiciooBly begfon, 
Bemember that oar wisest and best men are those who are 
ever ready to comply with the reqniretneats of jast lawi. 
The third point of snooess is MdhodvxU Hahtia. 
Shall I tell Tou to be irr^ulsr and indefinite in all you 
relatieiu to tbis oif;amzation ? Shall I tr" — '- ^- - 
leoker-on for the puipose simply to find ft 
tlemen, this will not do. Let every memt 
the best of his ability. Yon can very re 
betweea methodical men and those who are 
ceeds best and accomplishes most for himeel 
The answer is too plain, and further discu 
sa^. 

We mnst grapple with difficnlties and overcome them ; we 
mnst advance the profession by combinatioD and methodical 
labor ; we. must plant oar standard upon the battlements, 
and rally around it, or still let it be trampled upon by every 
nostrum- vendor and manufactcrer in the land; we must as- 
sart and maintain the claims of the profession, or still be re- 
garded as mere shop-keepers. The public are ever ready to 
abuse — let their abuse be hushed ; let them feel that we are 
as truly public hene&ctors as the physicians, but, neverthe- 
less, expect adequate compensation for the responsibility as- 
sumed. 

Gentlemen, courage ! Let ub have no spasmodic efforts- 
work patiently and methodicalLy. Stand firmly upon pro- 
fessienal dignity and honor. Draw the line between cul- 
tured pharmacist and the outrageous impostor, and the public 
will soon place honor where honor is due. The bright star 
of success will, ere long, stop in her course and shine brill- 
iantly npon onr efforts. 

Hoping we will not be embarrassed by any drones or 
malcootentg, I leave these points for your consideration.

Its Oeganization, and Peocebdings op its June 

Meeting. 



AuausTA, Ga., May 11, 1878. 

Messrs, Editors : — In compliance with a promise made you 
some days since, I hand you below an account of the organ-* 
ization of the ^^ Augusta Pharmaceutical Association,'^ and 
of its proceedings. 

The idea of organizing an association of this kind sug- 
gested itself to some of our members several months ago, 
and after consulting with others of the profession, and think- 
ing over the matter, they decided to call a meeting for April 
19th, and inserted a notice in the daily papers to that effect. 

The call was responded to by quite a large number of our 
city druggists. 

As we could do nothing the first nij^ht except organize 
and have a committee appointed to draft a Constitution, the 
2 
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temp<\rary ChairmaD^ Mr. R. H. Land, appointed the follow- 
ing gentlemen on that oommittee, who were to report at the 
iiext regular meeting : O. L. Smith, chairman ; H. P. Tar- 
rant, P. O. Clarke, S. C. Durban, J. W, Pankinn, and E, 
C. B. Danforth. 

After discussing the various objects for which we had 
organized, the Association adjourned, deciding to hold their 
next meeting the first Friday in May. 

On that night (May 3d), the Association again met, as per 
agreement, under very encouraging circumstances, as there 
were five new applications for membership, and a full attend- 
ance of charter members, making the membership number 
twenty-one in all. 

The meeting was called to order by Mr. H. P. Tarrant. 

The minutes of the previous meeting were read and con- 
firmed, after which the chairman of the committee appointed 
at last meeting to draft a Constitution read the report of the 
committee, which was adopted as a whole, including the 
Code of Ethics, without a single dissenting voice. 

The Chair now appointed the following committee to 
nominate officers for the ensuing year as required by the 
Constitution : E. H. Land, chairman ; O. L. Smith, and E. 

C. B. Danforth. 

After a few moments' consultation, the committee reported 
the following names, who were unanimously elected by accla- 
fnation : 

J. W. Pankinn, President; H. P. Tarrant, first Vice- 
President; W. T. Reaney, second Vice-President; L. A. 
Gardell, third Vice-President; S. C. Durban, Treasurer; 
Wm. S. Parks, Secretary ; R. H. Land, Reporter. 

The following committees were appointed, as prescribed by 
the Constitution, who are to, hold office for the term of one 
year: 

OommUtee oti Legislation — W. T. Reaney, chairman : S. C. 
Durban, F. D. Kenrick. 

OommUtee on Papers and Queries — O. L. Smith, chairman ; 

D. G. Sheahan, W. S. Parks. 

Business Committee — J. B. Davenport, O. L« Smith, A. F. 
Titcher. 

The " Reporter '' is made ex-officio chairman of the Busi- 
ness Committee by the Constitution. 

The Association desires, through its Committee on Legis- 
lation, to co-operate with the committee from the State As- 
soeiation in securing the passage of certain laws regulating 
the sale of medicines, etc., and at the proper time the chair- 
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man will be instructed to correspond with the chairman of 
the committee from the State Association in regard to the 
«ame. 

The Committee •©n Papers and Queries would be pleased 
at any time to receive queries from any member of the 
State Association, or from any member of the profession at 
large, the same, with the answers, to be published in your 
Journal. , 

The Business Committee has charge of all business con- 
nected with the Association. 

Our ConAitution prescribes monthly meetings, to be held 
first Friday night in each month ; also an annual meeting, 
to be held first Friday in April of each year, for the election 
'Of oflScers, etc. 

In my future reports I hope to furnish you with some in- 
teresting queries and answers that come up from time to 
time, and occasionally an original essay by some of the 
members. 

I am glad to say that we are meeting with the almost 
unanimous support of tbe city druggists, and have no doubt 
but what the Association will be a grand success ; and now 
that the *^ ball has been put in motion,'' I trust other cities 
will follow suit. Let these associations be organized all over 
the State. Let old Georgia, the Empire State of the South, 
;set the example to other States. Let it be said of us that 
we are " foremost in the ranks " of pharaiaceutical adyance- 
ment. Let us hoist our standard, and inscribe thereon as 
our motto tbis word : " Progress."

7. Can citric acid and oil lemon be manufactured profita- 
bly in the orange-growing sections of the United States ?

8. Give a plan, with details, of a " pharmacy '' which 
combines greatest neatness, convenience and most pleasing 
display of stock.

9. Give the best " formula '' for preparing tinct. kino, to 
prevent its becoming gelatinized.

PRESIDENT'S ADDRESS, 



Delivered by Mr. R. H. Land, before the Georgia 

Pharmaceutical Anaociation at Anniud Meeting^ 

in Augusta^ on April 9, 1878. 

Gentlemen op the Association: 

'' Custom makes law '' is a saying as old as the hills, and 
true as old. It has been the habit of retiring Presidents of 
this and other like Associations to report the work attempted 
and progress made. 

It has been maintained — or at least granted by some of 
my brother Pharmacists, that the present Pharmacy law of 
this State was good enough, if enforced. I must differ 
with them. True, it is better than no law ; but I shall 
never consent for a Board of Physicians, exchmvdy^ to say 
who shall compound prescriptions or dispense medicines in 
this State. With all due deference . to their learning and 
intelligence, I must insist upon the two professions being 
entirely distinct. As well might we set up ourselves as a 
Board and say who shall practice medicine. Whilst we 
are separate and dtstinct, we depend much upon each other, 
and it should be the aim of each to help the other. , 

The elevation of our profession should be the constant 
aim of every member of this association. There are many 
methods of accomplishing this end, and I shall detain you 
for a few minutes to mention two or three of them. 

1st. By taking into our stores as apprentices only those 
who are willing to adopt Pharmacy as a life-long business. 
Too many boys go into a drug store as they would go into 
any other store — -just for something to do. This should not 
be encouraged, or even permitted. If a boy comes to us 
and says he has made up his mind to be a druggist, question 
him closely — tell him of all the hardships and trials, and 
above all, impress upon him the idea that ours is no mere 
mechanical act, biU a science, a science full of beauty, a 
science that will require mor^ than a life time to compre- 
hend. If he still desires to become a Pharmacist, see to it 
tliat he has the mental capacity, as well as preliminary 
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edacation. It requires both to make ofleful members of 
our profession. 

2a. After the boy ha& entered the store^ much depends 
upon his employer (or teacher^ I should say) as to his pro* 
gress. He must be taught, and that thoroughly. Not only 
should he be instructed in the mechanical part of the bus- 
inessy but he bhould understand the whys and wherefores of 
every operation he .may observe. He should be made to 
read (and carefully too) standard work» on Materia Medica, 
Chemistry, Botany and Therapeutics.. The second and last 
are all important. He should be provided with a few simple 
pieces of chemical apparatus, ana made to perform experi- 
ments occasionally, that his attention may be called to the 
wondrous beauty of Nature's Workings. He should, also,, 
as he advances in knowledge, be requred to make a few of 
the more simple chemical compounds. This kind of teach- 
ing will interest him directly, and, if he is to be a successful 
Pharmaceutist he will become so wrapped up in his studies, 
as to ignore all temptations to vice or idleness — finding more 
pleasure in his work than in anything else. 

3d. The tendency of the times is toward discarding 
practical pharmacy from most of our stores, and if something 
IS not done to counteract this tendency, we will soon become 
merely a set of shop keepers — nothing more than the man 
who keeps the grocery around the corner. It is really 
alarming to run over the list of improved pharmaceutical 
preparations we are asked to buy every day by some enter- 
prising drummer. A house we have never heard of before,, 
perhaps, with a great deal of brarfs, a little' money and a 
large quantity of printed matter, will start a man on the road 
with a list as long as one of the sentences of the Secretary of 
State, and a few samples of his justly celebrated Elixir of 
Iodide of Bromide of Solitude Qmpawady or something else. 

With his circulars and elixirs he will ply the doctors 
until they have promised to use them. Then he comes to u» 
and tells us what Dr. D., Dr. J., Dr. S. and all the other 
doctors say. Although we have been made to suflTer in thi» 
way before, to get rid of him, we give him an order. The 
goods come into the store (frequently before the drummer 
leaves town), they are marked and laid on the shelf. This 
is the last we hear of them till we take stock, then we fiijd 
them, and to say the least, wish we had never seen the en- 
terprising drummer. All this is wrong,, and yet, I dare say, 
there is not one here who has not been victimized in thia 
way. How much better, not only for ourselves and ap* 
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prentices, but for the public, if all this work was done }n 
our own stores. Here is a grand opportunity for the phy- 
sician to help us, himself and the people i^t large. Let the 
Medical Association of the State of Georgia actopt a regular 
M)rmu la for the preparation ^f all these elegant preparations^ 
and ne ver prescribe them (where possible) unless prepared 
at home. All will receive benefit from this. The jmyai- 
cian will obtain the effect desired from his prescrfption ; the 
patient will be relieved, and the pharmacist will feel en- 
couraged to prepare himself to discharge his duty as he 
shoul.d The adoption of this course would surely drive 
from our ranks all that large class of men who callea tiiem- 
selves druggists, who know nothing of its duties or re(juire- 
ments. 

At our last meeting a committee was appointed to see ta 
the enforcement of the sections of the Code of Georgia relat- 
ing to the sale of medicines in this State, by parties other 
than those licensed by the State Board. I am afraid this 
committee has not been very diligent, as I have heard of no 
arrest. I know the law has been violated time and again* I 
hoi)e the committee will be continued. 

The delegates appointed to attend the 25th annual meet* 
ing of the American Pharmaceutical ^sociation did not 
attend^ but I am glad to say we were well represented by 
Messrs. Tarrant, Ingalls and Manard, audi must congratul- 
ate this body upon having our worthy Treasurer elected as 
Second Vice-President of that Association, 

Another matter of congratulation is the fact that the 
capital of our State was selected as the next place of meeting 
of our National Association. Whilst this is a source of 
congratulation, it also brings a great responsibility — that is, 
the proper entertainment of our brethren from abroad. They 
are not only our own people, but represent the people of the 
whole North American continent. I hope some action may 
be taken here looking to their proper entertainment. 

The result of the committee's work who were appointed 
to wait upon the Governor to ask a suspension of the tax 
for selling bitters is well known by every member of this 
Association. It was a &ilure, and the twenty-five dollars 
we all paid impresses it more deeply than any words I 
could use* 

And now, gentlemen, after detaining you much longer 
than I intended, I will close by returning my sincere thanks 
for the kindness shown me during the sessions of this body ; 
to the officers who have so ably assisted me in the . dis* 
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eharge of my daty^ and by wishing a long and prosperooi 
career for every member of this Association. 

SYRUPUS IPECACUANHJE. 

By E. R. Hirt, Ph. G., Charleston, S. C. 

Syrup of Ipecac prepared according to the Dispensatory 
will, especially during the summer months, speedily turn 
soar, and preisent always a more or less muddy and disagree- 
able appearance. 

To overcome this tendency of deteriorating, various means 
have been resorted to, amooe them the addition of spts. 
aeth. com p., which, although it makes a nice looking pre- 
paration and keeps well, gives it a very unpleasant taste and 
smell, and so are other additions open to one objection or 
Another. 

The writer has found the following process to give full 
satis&ction in regard to the appearance and keeping quali- 
ties as well as the efficiency of the preparation and oners his 
humble mite to the profession : 

Take of fluid extract of Ipecacuanha, U. S. P . . . . . oz. ii. 

Boiling distilled water oz. xiv. 

Pour the boiling wat6r upon the fluid extract, when cold 
filter and pour enough distilled water upon the filter to make 
the filtrate measure sixteen fluid ounces. 

In this dissolve twenty-eight troy ounces of crushed sugar 
with a gentle heat, and add enough simple syrup to make 
the product measure thirty-two fluid ounces. 

The above process will give a bright, clear looking syrup 
which does not sour and will give satisfaction both to the 
dispenser and purchaser,

Spts. vini. rect 1^ oz. 

Ol. rosmarin 15 drops.

Glycerina 1 dr.

Aq. menth. pip 16 oz. 

Spts. ammon. arom > ^ oz. 

M. Dose, tablespoonful relieves nausea and removes wind 
from the stomach. 

For chronic emaciated cholera-infantum : 

R. — Hydrg. chl. mit 1 gr. 

Ipecac 4 grs. 

Powd. ginger 8 gra, 

Sacch. alb J dr. 

TVf. Div. .cht. No, xiv. S. — One to be given after each 
meal. 

_For Vaginitis and Pruritus Vulva : 

R. — Morphise sulph 5 grs. 

Zinei oxidi 10 grs. 

Vasaline 4 drs. 

M. Ft. ungt S.- Apply after injections of warm water. 

Aromatic Syrup of Licorice : 

R. — Powd. ext. licorice 4 ozs. 

" Jam. ginger 2 ozs. 

" Cinnamon bark 2 ozs. 

^* Cloves 1 oz. 

Sugar 60 ozs. 

Water q. s. ad 4 pts. 

Boil the cinnamon, cloves and sugar in 2 pints of water 
over a slow fire for one hour. Then strain and dissolve in 
the liquid the extract of licorice with the aid of a gentle 
heat, stirring to assist the solution. When dissolved add the 
sugar, keeping up the heat until the latter is dissolved ; 
strain while hot and add hot water through the filter to 
make four pints finished syrup. This is a most effectual dis- 
guise to the taste of quinine. — Amr. Jour, Pharmacy.

OrOANIZATIOK — CONBTITTmON. 

ARTICLE I. 

* 

This association shall be called the Augusta Pharmaceu- 
tical Association, Its aim shall be to unite the educated and 
reputable Pharmacists and Druggists of the city in the fol- 
lowing objects: 

1. To establish definite relations between Druggists^ 
Pharmacists, Physicians and the people at large, upon just 
principles, which shall jromote the professional status of the 
pharmacist and tend to t;ae public welfere. 

2. To improve the i cience and art of pharmacy by dif- 
fusing scientific knowledge among druggists, pharmacists and 
their associates, fosterin-^ pharmaceutical literature, developing, 
talent, and encouragin;^ local production and manufacture in 
the several departments of the drug business, 

3. To uphold and maintain standards of authority in the 
theory and practice of pharmacy ; also, create and maintain a 
standard of professional honor, and promote the adoption of a 
National Code of Ethics. 

4. To elevate the standard of apprenticesjiip and employ- 
ment, so as to prevent, as far as possible, the evils flowing from 
a lack of elementary education, intemperate habits, and defi- 
cient training in the responsible duties of preparing, dispens- 
ing and selling medicines.

CODE OF ETHICS. 

PBEAMBLE. 

The members of the Augusta Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion of the State of Georgia, considering it neceasary that 
some mutual understanding should exist in regard to the 
moral principles guiding them in their profession, hereby 
^ree upon the following Code %{ Ethics : 

Ist. We accept the U. S. Pharmaoepia as our standard 
and guide for all officinal preparations, and recognize a va- 
riance from its rules in exceptional cases, where sufficient 
authority has proved some other process more reliable to at- 
tain the same end. 

2nd. We recognize the propriety of discouraging the use 
of patent medicines when called upon for an opinion of 
their merits. 

3rd. We discountenance, as regards each other, all se- 
cret formulsB between physicians and pharmacists. 

4th. We repudiate the practice of allowing physicians a 
per centage on prescriptions. 

5th. We decline, as far as practicable, to give medical ad- 
vice, and refer the patient to a regular physician. 

6th. We desire, and shall maintain, to the best of our 
ability, uniformity of retail prices of staple drugs, chemicals 
and presc ript ions. 

7th. We will aid deserving members of this Association 
and secondly of the profession at large, in securing remunerative 
employment, aecording to professional advancement.

In former articles written for the medical press on subjects 
In pharmacy, I mentioned that this department had always 
held a subordinate position in the profession ; but every day
